NOW, THEREFORE BE IT ORDAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL 
OF THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. That the Community Development and 
Planning Department and Neighborhood Care, Inc. shall 
have the power to enter into contracts for the purchase 
of any real estate or personal property and for any services 
or work, except for loans and grants, and to enter into 
any Lease, except for loans and grants, without any approval 
of the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana 
only where the amount to be expended does not exceed the 
sum of $2,000.00, but where it exceeds said amount said 
Contract, or Lease must be approved or ratified by Ordi¬ 
nance of the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana. 

SECTION 2. This Ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage and approval by the Mayor 
of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana .|

•TO THE MEMBERS OF THE COMMON COUNCIL: 

After much deliberation, I have decided to veto Bill No. G-77-01-24 (as 
amended), General Ordinance No. G-04-77. I have taken this action af¬ 
ter careful consideration for the following reasons: 

State statutes already seem to cover the same area attempted to be regu¬ 
lated by this ordinance. In addition, the ordinance creates for one depart¬ 
ment of city government, i. e., Community Development and Planning, a 
different set of rules than for any other department of city government. 

Such action creates additional handling and time for both the administra¬ 
tion and the Common Council. 

The state statutes dealing with this matter are: I. C. 5-17-1-1 through 
and including I. C. 5-17-1-9. This act specifically provides that any pur¬ 
chase in excess of $4, 000 must be properly bid and contracted for, and 
that upon receiving a satisfactory bid, a contract may be awarded to the 
lowest and best bidder. The statute excludes the necessity for entering 
into a contract for items costing less than $4, 000. I would point out that 
the ordinance uses an amount of $2, 000. 

I. C. 18/5-3-1 deals with the sale or exchange of real estate by the city, 
and requires City Council approval. I. C. 18-5-3.3-1 provides for the 
leasing of real estate by the city. 

In addition to the state statutes mentioned, the Indiana Legislature is cur¬ 
rently considering increasing the minimum amounts required for receiving 
bids from $4, 000 to $15,000. In light of that proposal, it would seem un¬ 
wise for the City of Fort Wasme to reduce the amount from $4, 000 to $2, 000. 
Additionally, the Common Council has expressed no reason for having a 
lower amount or a more burdensome requirement for the Department of 
Community Development and Planning than is required by state statute.

While I am most anxious to have the City Council be fully informed as to 
the conduct of city business by this administration, I believe it is unwise 
to put an addition^ bureaucratic burden upon the various departments of 
city government and upon the Common Council itself to consider routine 
matters by way of city ordinance. I believe such action tends to detract 
from the Common Council’s deliberation and consideration of the many 
important decisions which must be made. The volume of city ordinances 
that will have to be presented to Common Council by virtue of this ordi¬ 
nance will be increased substantially. It is my hope that more attention 
can be placed upon those items and those decisions which must be made 
with dispatch concerning the future of our community. 

While I do not wish in any way to discourage your active interest in every 
facet of city government, I do believe that it would be wise for the Common 
Council to reconsider its action in creating this additional burden both upon 
the administration and on Common Council and I ask that you uphold this 
veto.
